$25 fee for passports for veterans and active
duty personnel.

(Whereupon, the following is the minutes
of the March 10, 2014 Veterans and Senior Affairs
Committee meeting pertaining to Clerk Item 84-
2014.)

We have one item on the agenda for today.
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Clerk Item 84-14 is an ordinance amending
ordinance Number 199-2011, an ordinance repealing
Ordinance Number 188-2010, as amended,
establishing fees to be charged by the Department
of Parks, Recreation and Museums, 1in relation to
the active duty military and veterans leisure
passport; and making certain determinations
pursuant to the State Environmental Quality

Review Act.

LEGISLATOR DUNNE: If I may. I wanted

to make a comment as well.

CHAIRMAN MACKENZIE: We Jjust wanted to
point out that this was a bipartisan effort on
behalf of legislation proposed by Legislator
Birnbaum and amended to make some small changes
by the Majority. And we're very happy that both
sides of the aisle to take part in this
legislation to help veterans. It's going to help
Nassau County residents who are active duty
military or veterans to obtain county resident
leisure passes from the Department of Parks and
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Finance Committee - 3-10-14 12

Recreation for a one-time fee of $25. It would
be the same benefits conferred on people with
veterans' passport. The leisure passport was
limited to veterans only and regquired a $25 fee
every three years. The proposed leisure passport
is more inclusive and would also include active
duty military personnel. And I apologize. Ms .
Birnbaum, if you would like to make some
comments.

LEGISLATOR BIRNBAUM: Thank you. Yes.
I'm proud to have brought this legislation forth.
It will now bring veterans in line with the
senior citizen's rates that are being charged.
The inclusion of active military personnel is
great. But I would recommend keeping the leisure
pass saying veterans and then having a separate
one for active military duty. That when those
active are no longer, they can convert to a

veteran's pass showing the proper identification.

As
far as the active duty leisure pass, the language
that we're looking at is to make the active duty
military ID that our service men and women have,
that that would automatically count as a leisure
passport. That they would not have to pay a fee
or get a separate ID. They would go ahead and
use their active duty military ID.

CHAIRMAN MACKENZIE: Tell the county

But my point is that veterans are very proud to
have a card that says veterans. So many people
already do have that card that says veterans.
Just a separate card for the active military
duty, that when they're finished serving they can
then get a veterans one.

67-14 i1is an ordinance providing for a
capital expenditure to finance the payment of
certain judgments, awards, determinations, or
compromised or settled claims against the County
of Nassau, authorizing $494,803.02 of bonds of
the County of Nassau to finance said expenditure.

Item 73 1is a resolution authorizing the
county attorney to compromise and settle the
action entitled Frierson v. Nassau County,
pursuant to the County Law, etcetera.

74 is an ordinance providing for a
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capital expenditure to finance the payment of
certain settled claims against the County of
Nassau, authorizing $895,050 of bonds of the

County of Nassau to finance said expenditure.
